What is the Clarke College Mentoring 
Program? What this program does is to 
facilitate a relationship between students 
of color and persons of color who are pro- 
fessionals in the fields to which the stu- 
dents are aspiring. 

The kick off dinner for the new mem- 
bers this year, Linda Amarathithada, 
sophmore; Jervis Hayes, senior; and Ken 
Lee, senior, will be on the 27th of this 
month in the O’Connor Rare Book Room. 
Other people who will be attending 
include: Catherine Dunn, Brother John 
Wozniak, and the Multicultural 
Committee. 

Amarathithada is a nursing major and 
her mentor is Rachel Woodard-Mitchell 
who works at the University of Jowa 
Hospital as a Pediatric Intesive Care 
Nurse. 

Hayes is a computer information sys- 
tem major and his mentor is Ernest 
Jackson, an engineer at John Deere 
Works. Lee is a psychology major and 
his mentor is Johnnie Sims who works at 
the Universtiy of Iowa in special support 
services. 

When Hayes was asked why he joined 
the program he said, “I didn’t know any- 
body in Dubuque who is black and who is 
in my field and I felt like I needed this 
because I’m about to graduate and get in 


the job market in my field here in 
Dubuque.” 

The students who are eligible for the 
mentor program must have completed at 
least one full year of study at Clarke, 
achieve a grade point average of 2.25 or 
above, write an essay showing an under- 
standing of the program’s goals and 
promise a one-year commitment. 

The mentor will be assigned with a 
student whose professional dreams match 
their career reality. The mentor is then 
invited to a kick-off dinner at Clarke 
College in order to meet their partner-stu- 
dent. By agreeing to be a mentor they 
agree to share three activities with the stu- 
dent. The student will visit the worksite, 
accompany the mentor to a professional 
meeting and attend a social function. At 
the end, everyone gets together to thank 
the mentor and share the things they have 
done. 

Some of the benefits that the students 
achieve through this program include: an 
understanding of how they fit into the 
work world, knowledge of career paths 
available within the occupation, recogni- 
tion of professional and personal skills 
necessary for particular careers, determi- 
nation to prepare themselves now for 
their careers, the beginnings of a network 
and the foundation for building a person- 
al career visions.

Edwards has an 8-year-old daughter, 
Nicole. He said that everything about her 
is special and that many people say that 
She is a lot like him. 

Between chuckles he said that this 
makes him unsure if it’s a good thing or a 
bad thing. 

One of the things that Edwards said he 
likes about Clarke is its smallness, 


especially when most of his education 
had been done in large institutions. 
Edwards said that small is an advantage 
because he has direct contact with stu- 
dents. He has the opportunity to interact 
with other school organizations. 

Edwards has been organizing issues 
on alcohol and drugs, rap, sex and sexu- 
ality, stress and relaxation. 

He said he likes to work on support 
groups to look at relationships, interna- 
tional students, gays and lesbians and 
image and eating disorders. 

Edwards said that some students think 
his work deals with crazy people. He 
said that you don’t have to be crazy to 
come to his office; if you feel like coming 
then do so, it could be for personal rea- 
sons or just to improve yourself in any 
aspect. 

Jeane Beckman said that Edwards was 
very professional and that he has a 
“strange but great” sense of humor. 

She said that working with him was 
easy because he is the kind of person with 
whom you can work without worrying if 
you invade each other’s space. Beckman

Chaffee 
speaks 
on peace

Mark Chaffee, an adjunct sociology 
professor at Clarke gave a tribute to 
Martin Luther King Jr. and Black History 
Month during a speech on Thursday, Feb. 
15 in the Jansen Music Hall. 

Chaffee discussed with the seven stu- 
dents present the issues of peace and jus- 
tice. The students had the chance to talk 
in a one-on-one basis with the professors 
and the other students present. They said 
this gave them the chance to express their 
ideas and views more freely. 

Chaffee used Juan Valdes as an exam- 
ple as he showed the difference in how 
United States sees Valdes and how 
Colombians see the reality of Valdes.

other. 


Although Chaffee said that he met 
four new people and all of them met new 
people, he also said that he was a little 
disappointed in the turnout. 

Chaffee said that he was excited when 
he found out that he was giving the 
speech. 

“T wanted to give this speech so that I 
could interact with the students and share

Nearly 80 students participated ina 
sexual assault/rape prevention talk orga- 
nized by the Clarke counseling center. 
Students had the opportunity to explore 
different risky situations that were pre- 
sented in movies. 

Clarke counselor Joan Tatarka, 
explained that real life cases are like the 
ones in the movies. 

She showed a scene from the movie 
“Gone With The Wind” where Rhett is 
drunk and is abusing Scarlett physically 
and verbally. She leaves the dining room 
and he follows her, carrying Scarlett up 
to her bed saying, “This is one night that 
you are not going to forget.” 

Tatarka explained that this implied 
that Rhett would sexually abuse Scarlett. 

In the movie “Nine And A Half 
Weeks” with Kim Basinger and Mike 
Rooke, a man and a woman chatted in a 
restaurant, then they walked outside and 
he gave her a scarf as a gift. They went 
to his apartment and while she was 
admiring the lake, he arranged the bed. 
She realized what was going on and 
decided she wanted to leave. 

Tatarka said that that is a typical situ- 
ation, where a female goes to a man’s 
room or house and the men think she is 
giving him the “green light” to do any- 
thing. 

But on the other hand, Tatarka said 
women shouldn’t expose themselves to 
this type of risky situation. 

Participants also viewed a clip from 
“Disclosure” with an example of “sexual 
expectations in the work place,” said 
Tatarka. The situation was a perfect case 
of a woman having the power over a 
man, and because of that she sexually 
assaults a man. 

After the movie clips, Social Action 
Theater presented an assault scenario. 

Gregg Tranowski and Jill Kreinbring 
started the scenario when Tranowski 
invited Kreinbring to his room after a 
party. They had a friendly chat, until he 
forced her to sit down on his bed. He 
caressed her and forced her to have sex 
even though she clearly said “NO” more 
than three times. Later, she was sad and 
hurt. He was relaxed and wanted to take 
her home, not seeming to understand 
why she is upset. 


Tranowski and Kreinbring stayed jp 
character and the audience asked why 
Tranowski did it, how Kreinbring felt, 
will Kreinbring call the police, etc. 

“It could happen in a small campus, a 
big campus, a high school or any other 
place.” Kreinbring said. “Most of the 
time these situations are alcohol-relat- 
ed.” “The biggest percent of people 
involved in rape situations in college are 
first semester freshman,” Sister Virginia 
Spiegel said. 

“I think that the first thing freshman 
students need to see is a scenario like 
this,” Erin Bowditch, a senior education 
major said. “These scenarios should be 
shown more regularly with the opportu- 
nity to talk to the actors while they are in 
character,” Jolene Worzalla, a freshman 
communication major said, referring to 
the Social Action Theater and Risqué 
Business program. 

Jeannie Beckman, Clarke nurse said 
that the victims of a sexual assault should 
get medical advice in the next 24 hours 
after the assault. The victims should talk 
with a friend, nurse, campus ministry or 
counselor for help. “Rape happens three 
times more to college age students than 
to women in general situations,” Tatarka 
said. 

“I think this is something that is 
extremely important for people to see,” 
Jennifer McGreevey, a sophomore nurs- 
ing major, said. “Some people may think 
they know all about it and what they 
would do, but until it really does happen, 
no one can know. I don’t think anyone 
can be prepared enough, but the more 
you are, definitely the better.” “I think 
that it put the whole date rape situation in 
a perspective that a male and a female 
would understand,” Demetrius Wiggins, 
a sophomore communications major stu- 
dent, said. It wasn’t quite what I expect- 
ed, and it was definitely an eye opener to 
myself and to maybe the other students 
who attended the talk. I think that there 
should be more emphasis and more talk 
or seminars about this social problems.”
